Dr. Whitby bath furniſn dus with a new an- 
ſwer to this popiſn Doctrine concerning the 
WT bleſſed Virgin, not indeed by deny ing her imma- 
culate Conception, but by affirming that it was 
no ſuch peculiar privilege and favour ſhew d to 
her above others: for as to this point, ſhe is in 
no better condition then are all other children; 
who are born into the world; who are all clean 
from the Birth, having contracted no-defile- 
ment from their Conception, any more than 
If the reform d Writers had known, and 
ond this Doctrine, it would have ſav d them a 
great deal of trouble in ſearching the Scriptures 
and the writings of the Fathers, in order to 
find out arguments to prove that the bleſſed Vir- 
gin is not diſtinguiſn d by any peculiar favour 
from others, viz, by an exemption from that 
original pollution to which all others are ſub- 
jet. They might have confuted this Popiſh 
notion more compendiouſly, and have brought 
it to this ſnort concluſion; The Virgin tis true 
was conceiv d without fin, but that is no more 
then what every child of Adam may juſtly pre- 
tend to.

No if notwithſtanding what hath hitherto

where-lyes the difference between aſſigning chis 

orruption of nature to Adam, or to our im- 
diate Parents; and what are the abjections and 
L ifficultys that can be Ur 'd: againſt the one, 
Wwhich may not be juſtly charged on the other.

Now 
beſides, that it ſeems to be inconſiſtent with the 
juſtice and goodneſs of God, which at another 
time he doth ſo much magnify, to puniſh ſuch 
as are abſolutely innocent, which is the caſe of 
infants according to him; the compariſon here 
made between the firſt and ſecond Adam, and 
the effects of the diſobedience of one and the 
obedience of the other, ſeem to require the 
literal fignification of the words;and conſequent- 
ly that by the diſobedience of Adam many were 
made ſinners properly ſo call e. 

For if by the obedience of one many. were made 
r:ghteous, that is, as Dr. Whitby expounds it p.86. 
of his diſcourſe, are made partakers of that fret- 
dom from the condemnation and guilt of fm, and of 
that reconciliation which Chriſt hath pure bar d by bus 
meritorious death and paßion: then I ſay, in their 
natural - ſtate, and antecedent to theſe bleſſed

For rf, all they who are under the condem- 
nation of the law, are truely ſuch ; for the law

Now tis true indeed, thoſe who are juſtiſy d, 
or made juſt by an acquittal fromithe guilt and 
condemning power of ſin, are likewiſe made 
juſt and righteous in that other ſenſe, as it de- 
notes our ſanctification, and freedom from the 
dominion and power of in: this latter is indeed 
effected by the operation and grace of the 
Spirit of God, which Chriſt hath indeed pro- 
cur d for us; but the former is the more imme- 
diate purchaſe of his meritorious death and 
paſſion. But in both theſe ſenſes, they who 
partake of theſe bleſſed priviledges obtain d by 
the obedience of Chriſt, are truly and really, 
tho not in the ſame ſenſe, juſt and righteous be- 
fore God: and conſequently, they who are

made ſinners by the diſobedience of Adam, if we will 
make out 42 juſtice aud of the 
compariſon, muſt be truely and proper ly, and 
not tropicaly and metonymicaly ſuch.

dhiap r, fiuners; which he himſelf allows never 
to be us d in this metonymical ſenſe in any one 
place of the new Teſtament. Now if to avoid a 
a ſeeming or real difficulty, we ſhall fly to theſe 
unuſualor never before once mention d figures; 
we ſhall ſoon render the Bible an inſignificant 
book ; by which, if they be allow d, it will be- 
come uſeleſs either to eftabliſh any truth, or 
confute any error: we know theſe tropi inuſſtati 
are the ſanctuary to which the great corrupters 
of the faith, and enemies of our religion fly for 
refuge, when preſs d by th —— expreſſions of 


e 
Scripture ; which are ſo evident, that they can - 
not otherwiſe be evaded, but by this fraudu- 
tent and diſhoneſt practice: the miſchievous 
conſequences of which, one would think, ſhould 
deter any man, who hath any true concern for 
religion, from imitating them in it. 

I could inſtance in ſeveral of our holy do- 
ctrines which have been attacqu d, and endea- 
vour d to be overthroun by this method. But 
I ſhall content my ſelf with one, with relation 
to this ſingle word awapronts, finer, which if 
figuratively taken, may give occaſion, and in-

For tho in oppoſition to the wild and 
wicked opinion of the Yalentimans, Marciomtes 
and Manzchees, who ſaid men were "wicked from 
their birth; receiving a wicked nature deriv d from 
a wicked principle, who was the Author of all zhe 
evil that was in the world; he might juſtiy call 
this a fooliſh and ſenſeleſs imagination; yet he 
did plaialy acknowledge the A of hu-

1 
whom all have nn a, he thus expreſſes himſelf

He (that is Adam) tranſore 
and falling, even thoſe which did not eat of the forbi 
den fruit, are all by bim thereby become mortal. And 
explaining thoſe words v. 19. by the diſobeuiente of 


one many were made ſinners, he makes thoſe to be 


ſinners who are vunwhwi x2Aavi, d xamdd\nar- 
pivot Freyerw. obnoxious to puniſbment and condemn 
zo death. For how can 1t follow, faith he, that 
by one mans diſobedience another ſhould be made a 
to deferve no f. 

rfhment, as not being Os a ner. 
In anſwer to theſe expreſſions, I maſt obſerve, 
thatwhen St Chryſoſtom ſeems to deny that in 4- 
dam all fam d,and that by his diſobedience many were 
made ſinners, he ſeems to take the words auapns 
and ayuaproun, to fignify actual fm and ſinners. 
And in this ſenſe to be ſure Adam onely was, as 
he expreſſes it, cixeJr auaprwMts, the perſonal ſu- 
ner; and his diſobedience in eating of the for- 
bidden fruit, the actual ſm. So that his poſterity, 
not eating of the forbidden fruit, nor conſe- 


quently having actually committed that fin for 


which he was thruſt out of Paradiſe, could not 
be ſaid to be cixo9 apapron perſonal ſmners ; but 
are onely ſuch by imputation and guilt, which 
renders men obnoxious to pumſhment. - 


St.Chryſoſt: and his follo wers, Oecumenius and Theo- 
phylatt,” who tell us, that hereby they became 
UD Medic, . xamid\ier Jzvdrw ;' that is, by 
Adams diſobedience they became ſubject to death and 
pumiſbmimt; which are the effects of fin, as Dr. 
Whitby expreſſes it in his notes on this place, 
and thus paraphraſes the words, They were made 
ſubjeR to the death, which was inflicted on Adam for 
fin, as much as if they had violated the law themſelves, 
which render d him obnoxious to it. Again, on v. 12. 
he affirms; that the death and condemnation that 
befell all men, was for the ſin of Adam onely. 
F — ſometimes he will tell us, that 2 
omething imputed to any one, it 1s ſome 
thing or action of our — ES 
thers that i ſaid to be thus imputed to ur. So on v.13. 
And yet by his own confeſſion tis certain, 
that Adams offence was imputed to his poſteri- 
ty; for he being condemn d for his tranſgreſ- 
ſion, that condemnation came upon all: not for 
the ſin of all, but onely for the ſin of that one man, A- 
dam, in whom all dye, ſo on v.12. Adams fin then 
comes to be theirs by imputation and guilt, which 
obliges topuniſhment as much, andas certainly 
as if they themſelyes had ſinn d actually; which 
death was not purely the natural conſequence of 
Adams mortality, who by being mortal, muſt 
neceſſarily beget children which are ſuch: but 
it is a judicial aft of God, paſſing a formal ſentence 
upon Adam, and in him on all his poſterity,

man for the fins of another. Not now to enter 


thou ſhalt dye the death which was paſſed on Adam 
at . time invely'd his whole poſterity;

This will be-a ſufficient confutation of that poſi- 
tion; that it is abſolutely unlawful to puniſh one 


into the merits of this cauſe, which I have conſi- 
der d elſewhere; vid. preſervative book 2d p 50. &c. 
I ſnall ſpeak of it onely in relation to the mat- 
ter now in hand; viz. the puniſhment inflicted 
on mankind for the ſin of our firſt parent. If 
this be abſolutely unjuſt,then it cannot be avoided 
but that we muſt tax God with injuſtice and ty- 
ranny : for he hath certainly puniſh'd the child- 
ren of Adam for bu tranſgreſſion.

And this is acknowledg d by Dr. Whitby on Rom, 


the 5. who repreſents the interpretation of St.

ce many were made ſimers:the meaning, ſaith 


he, is that trafantur à Deo tanquam peccatores, are 
treated as if they were ſinners by being ſubject to 


death and the calamitys and muſerys which came 
upon man ind for the ſin of Adam. So that by hu diſ- 
obedience we become ſinners by a metonymy of the ett, 
fufering the death, which God threatn d to him for it. 
ls it not plain then beyond any poſſibility of 
reply, that one ſinn d, and for it all men were ren- 
der d miſerable by ſuffering the puniſhment 7

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nounc d againſt him? I need not now further 
proceed to prove ift. that mortality and death is 
a proper puniſhment. Or 2% that this death was 
the conſequent of Adam s diſobedience both to 
himſelf and his poſterity, both theſe are nd 
by the Greek Fathers; whoſe expoſition is eſ- 
pous d by Dr. Whitby, which will render it ne- 
ceſſary to qualify that poſition before laid down,

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u T notwithſtanding all that hath bib 
to been ſaid, it may be ſtill urg d, for I 
would make the objection as ſtrong as I can, 
not thinking it fair to ſlubber over matters, and 
anſwer them in a flight ſuperſicial manner, as 
the manner of the Doctor is; but to ſearch 
into the bottom of the difficulty, by ſetting the 
truth, and the error oppoſite to ĩt in a clear light, 
that the Reader may be enabl d to form a right 
judgment of theſe things, and determine his 
aſſent accordingly: I ſay, it _ be urg d, that 
ſince theſe unruly paſſrons and appetites are put 
into our nature, not contracted by any fault 
of our own, but by the appointment and or- 
der of God, which we cannot help, it not being

This is the ribeigal objection which the 
Doctor urges ſo often, and with ſo much ve- 
hemence thro his whole book.

anſwer, that it is true indeed, if our nature were

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nd eſſence, as proceeding from an evil princi- 
ole, who was the cauſe and author of alt evil; 
which did fatally and neceſſarily determine out 
actions, and forte us to commit fin (for even in

which "are done indeed by him, but by the 
miniſtry and intervention of ſecond Cauſes, which 
may be ſaid to be the znſfruments in producing 
thoſe effects, which yet are to be aſcrib d to 
him as the principal cauſe. The firſt are always 
4 beautiful and perfet in their kind: the 
other may partake of ſome imperfeſtions and ir- 
regularitys, thro the deficiency and weakneſs of 
thoſe Agents, which are the next immediate 
cauſes of them: which imperfection is ſolely to 
be aſcrib d to the inferior or ſubordinate cauſes, 
but cannot without impiety be charg'd on the 
ſuperior and principal cauſe, | 

To apply this to the cauſe in hand.God when 
he firſt created man by his own immediate 
power, he created him in a ſtate of the higheſt 
purity and perfection; being made after hu own 
image; and therefore was a production worthy 
of himſelf: but he abuſing his freedom by eatin 
of the forbidden fruit, was puniſh'd by 
with the loſs of that purity and .innocence, 
and beſides became mortal; whereby he was ob- 
noxious to many unruly paſſions, inclin d to fin
